"Festival" is as an event held for more than one day 
with a special title and conducted in one location or 
more, promoted to attract patrons from the City and 
surrounding communities, which is planned, named and 
executed under the total auspices of a not-for-profit 
organization. 

"Festival Sponsor" is an organization, association, 
individual or business which plans, names and administers 


a festival. 


"Official Festival Event" is an event or activity 
sponsored by the Festival Sponsor.

The bill for 
these charges shall be fully documented 
as to the date, time and number of police 
officers working on an overtime basis,

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Sponsor by the Board of Public Works 
within one month after the conclusion of 
the festival "up to one hour after the 
closing time of the Festival-sponsored 
event". A festival's bill for overtime 
police hours shall not increase more than 
25% over the average of police overtime 
costs for the prior year of that 
festival. 


3s The Festival Sponsor must pay the police 
overtime bill no later than November 30 
of the year in which the bill was 
incurred. 


4. Festivals with a duration of 1 day or 
less will be exempt from Festival Police 
Overtime Expenses. 


5. If the Fort Wayne Police Department rents 
barricades to assist in traffic and crowd 
protection related to an Official 
Festival Event, even if the Festival 
Sponsor pays for no police overtime 
expenses, those barricade charges will be 
passed on to the Festival Sponsor.

The City of Fort Wayne is fortunate to enjoy several festivals 
which celebrate our people and community. City government is 
committed to providing many services to all festivals. However, a 
tight city budget has the City struggling to provide festival 
services and services which citizens and neighborhoods expect 
throughout the year. For instance, in 1992 as City Council 
investigated whether revenues were available to fund the D.A.R.E. 
program at current levels, the City Police Department spent 
approximately $72,000 on overtime for the Three Rivers Festival 
alone. 


Two proposals have been drafted which would enable government to 
recoup some of its festival-related expenses. Fairness to all, 
including taxpayers, is the goal of these two festival-related 
proposals. Not all festivals require the same level of taxpayer- 
supplied services, so not all should be expected to pay the same 
amount of any "festival fees". Similarly, it would not be fair to 
target only the biggest festival to pay fees. 


Under the first proposal, City government would donate up to 100 
hours of police overtime to any festival. Any festival for which 
more than 100 hours of police overtime is supplied would be charged 
an amount equal to 25-percent of the cost of the additional hours. 


The second proposal involves amending the Transient Merchant 
Ordinance to differentiate between transient merchants who sell 
alcohol and those who don’t, and those who operate carnivals and 
those who don’t. A festival organization could still receive, at 
no charge, one "blanket" transient merchant permit for its entire 
festival and all of its official participants.

SECTION 1: The Fort Wayne City Code is hereby 
pinged by adding a new Chapter 118 to reade as 
‘ollows: : 
CHAPTER 118: FESTIVALS 

118.01. Definitions. For the purposes of this Chap- 
ter, the terms stated below shall have the following 
meanings: 

Festival is as an event held for more than one day 
with a special title'and conducted in one location or 
more, promoted to attract patrons from the City and 
surrounding communities, which is planned, named 
and executed under the total auspices of a not-for- 
pont organization. d 

estival penser is an organization, association, indi- 
vidual or business’ which plans, names and adminis- 
ters a festival. 


Official Festival Event is an event or activity spon- 


sored by the Festival Sponsor. 

Unofficial Festival Activity is an event or activity open 
to the public during a Festival but which is sponeorgd 
by an organization, association, individual or busi- 
ness not affiliated with the Festival Sponsor. 

Festival. Police Overtime ExPenses are direct ex- 
penses incurred by the City of Fort Wayne Police De- 
partment for compensation to. police officers for 
Overtime hours worked during a festival ‘for protec- 
tion of festival-related events and.testival attendees. 
118.02. Festival-Related Activities on City-Owned 
Property or Rights of Way Including Streets, Side- 
walks and Alleys. Any Festival which has Official 
Festival Events: held partially or entirely. on City- 
owned property or rights of way, including streets, 
sidewalks and alleys, or whose ‘attendees create a 
need for police protection due to motor vehicle or 
pedestrian traffic on public rights. of Way, shall be 
subject _to the payment of various user fees to the 
rat Fort Wayne, as described below: 

A. casna OitControleg Parking Lots. The Board 
of Public Works shall establish a policy and a rental 
schedule for_the leasing, of, City- controlled parking 
areas: the City-County Building Parking Lot, the 
pete Square Parking Lot and the Old Fort Park- 
ing Lot. 4) 

B. Utilizing City Parks. The Fort Wayne Board of 
Parks and Recreation shall establish a Policy anda 
rental schedule for the use of City parks. ; 
C. Festival Right of Way Permits. The City Right of 
Way Department shall administer all barricade, side- 
walk and paraos ermits. The Board of Public Works 
shall establish policies, regulations, liability insurance 
requirements and fees for barricade permits issued 
for the use of City rights of way during a. festival. 
Such policies, regulations, liability insurance require- 
ments and fees must include, but shall not be limited 
to, the following: 5 : 
1. If the sponsor of an Unofficial Festival Activity is a 
single business. entity located within the area where 
the Activity is to occur, said sponsor may not receive 
a barricade permit for more area of City right of way 
than is directly adjacent to the property of said busi- 
ness entity. i 3 

2. Failure to comply with any policy, regulation or re- 
quirement issued by the Board.of Public Works shall 
be grounds to revoke a barricade permit. j 

D. Police Department Cost Recovery. All Festival 
Sponsors held partially or Srey on City- owned 
Property or rights of way, including streets, side- 
walks and alleys, shall be subject to the payment of 
user fees to the City of Fort Wayne for Festival Police 
Overtime Expenses according to the following terms:. 
1. The City of Fort Wayne shall not charge for the 
first one-hundred (100) hours of police overtime ex- 
penses during any Festival. 

2. After 100 hours of police overtime are reached, 
the Festival Sponsor shall be billed for 25% _of the 
additional Festival Police Overtime incurred. The bill 
for these charges shall be fully documented as to the 
date, time and number of pe ice officers working on 
an overtime basis, and shall be presented to the Fes- 
tival Sponsor by the Board of Public Works within 
one month after the conclusion of the festival up to 
one hour after the closing time of the Festival-spon- 


sored event. A festival's bill for overtime police hours $= _ 


shall not increase more than 25% over the average 


of poles overtime costs for the prior year of that fes- 
ival. 


3. The Festival Sponsor must pay the police overtime 
bill no later than November 30 of the year in which 
the bill was incurred. y 

4. Festivals with a duration of 1 day or less will be ex- 
emp? from Festival Police Overtime Expenses. i 
5. If the Fort Wayne Police Department rents barri- 
cades to assist in traffic and crowd protection relat- 
ed to an Official Festival Event, even if the Festival 
Sponsor pays for no police overtime expenses, those 
barricade charges will be passed on to the Festival 
Sponsor. Similarly, if the Police Department rents 
barricades to assist in traffic and crowd protection 
related to an Unofficial Festival Activity, those barri- 
cade charges will be passed on to sponsor of the 
Unofficial Festival Activity. In the event that barri- 
cades are rented by the Police Department for use in 
an area directly between official and unofficial 
events, the costs for those barricades will be divided 
evenly among all adjacent sponsors. f 

D. Fire Department Festival Support Services- ; 
1. For any Official Festival Event or Unofficial Festival 
Activity with a duration of 1 day or less, the Fort 
Wayne Fire Department will provide, at no cost to 
the event's or activity’s sponsor, the following ser- 
vices: z 

a. Scuba team rescue squads when requested and 
deemed necessary for water sport events in any of 
Fort Wayne's three rivers. 7s 

b. Fire Department personnel to assist in public safe- 
y for fireworks events. 

. For Official Festival Events only, the Fort Wayne 
Fire Department shall provide property washdown 
services. Charges for the service shall be for materi- 
als only, (i.e. H20, detergent) as determined annual- 
ly by the Board of Public Safety. The Board of Public 

afety shall also adopt a policy regulating washdown 
service. This service shall not be provided to the 
sponsors of Unofficial Festival Activity 
SECTION 2. That this Ordinance shall be in full force 
and effect from and after its passage and any and all 
necessary approval by the Mayor.
